That would be a .serious mistake because the 
hospital l-sauo .should be deckled on ll.s own 
mcrlt.5 for obvlou.s rpn.sons. It will be up to 
the Rood .sport-smanshlp of nil cnndltlates of 
both parties to see that' our hospital problem 
Is not drattRcd Into a political cro.s.s-flre that 
would prechidc any po.s,slbl!lty of nn unblo-sctf 
decision. 

The Times-News doe-s not pre.iumo to tell 
the people whether they .should approve 
bonds for the construction of n new county 
hospital In Twin Falls. 

But It should be apparent to everyone that 
the county .should make a final decision one 
way or another. If tiie people are In favor 
of a county-operated ho.spltal. then they 
ahould provide the type of hospital thl.i com- 
munity nccd.s. If not, the sooner the county 
gctn out of the hospital business the bettor, 
80 some other adequate provlKlon.s miKht be 
worked out. 

One thlnp should be kept In mind. When 
the county employed Fl.shcr and Flshor, rec- 
offnl:;ed as outstandlnp authorities In their 
field, to make an Impartial .survey of the 
local hospital situation, there wa-s only one 
purpo.se In mind — to Ret the facUi. 

Now that this firm has made its recom- 
mendations as. to type an,d size of hospital 
this community necdif; there will be no point 
In not ncccptlng these recommendations at 
their face value. Otherwise there would have 
been no reason for securinft such .services In 
the flr.st place. Any further controversy, 
compromise or deviation from those recom- 
mendatlon.s would only mean a proportionate 
loss In hospital efficiency.

Whatever wc do. let's keep the hospital 
bond election out of politics. Let's not enqaRc 
In sectional squabbles, Let'.s decide once and 
for all whether we want a county hospital 
that's de.slRned for efficiency throuRhout. or 
whether we prefer to have the Individual 
communities e.stabllsh their own raclUtles for 
hospitalization.
